reconvened (if as or when the new PW authority needs it). 


Paragraphs 2 through 11

of Special Studies so it is useless for this committee to start oon- 
sidering them at this time. It may develop that the new DSS will 
wish to retain the services of this subcommittee to helplin with 
some of his plans, but this subcommittee should now wait for his 
instructions rather than going ahead and then finding it necessar 
to do the same work all over again.
